Children, 
Mom Die; 
Dad Held 


CHICAGO, Dec. 6 ®—A 28- 
year-old father and a woman 
identified as his ‘‘sweetheart’’ 
were questioned today about the 
slaying of his wife and three chil- 
dren, whose _  bullet-punctured 
bodies were recovered from a 
home fire. 

. Authorities said the fire appar- 
ently was set in an attempt at 
destroying the slayer’s evidence. 

The father, grocery st ap- 
erator Vincent Ciucci, wa8 placed 
under arrest at the county juil 
but denied any knowledge of the 
shooting of his family. 

Homicide Chief Lt. John Golden 
announced that a five-foot-four 
brunette, about 20 years old, was 
picked up and questioned. 

Golden said he learned from 
relatives and friends that while 
Ciucci had lived with his wife 
‘*he was virtually estranged from 
her.”” Golden said Ciucci had 
fathered a child by his ‘“‘sweet- 
heart.’’ 

Ciueci suffered burns in’ the 
fire and was first taken to a hos- 
pital. He professed grief for the 
loss of his family and said flames 
drove him back from attempting 
to rescue them in the fire early 
yesterday. 

But a routine autopsy last 
night showed that all four of the 
victims had been shot through 
the ..head.

Progress Insurance 


There is little doubt that a superhigh- 
way leading southward from Chicago and 
the Great Lakes region is in the immedi- 
ate future. The route it will take will be 
determined-largely by what the states im- 
mediately concerned do about it. 

For such a route south to Florida, 
Georgia is the logical link. It is not a 
foregone conclusion by any means, how- 
ever, that such will be the case. Unless 
the state is ready to take the initiative, 
we may be sure that one of our neigh- 
boring states will. 

Whichever route this superhighway 
follows, so also will the tourists. That 
is why Georgia cannot afford not to make 


plans now to insure that its rapidly grow- 


ing tourist industry does not slip away. 

The Turnpike Bill that will permit 
state authorities to make plans now for 
building such a road at the proper time 
and in coordination with other states is 
now before the Senate. It has already re- 
ceived a heavy majority in the House. It 
is of vital importance to Georgia’s future. 

On our désk is evidence that other 
states and other interests are working 
toward such a road. Pressure groups_are 
being organized to push alternate rou 
One such group that labels itself the 
“Lake Erie to Gulf of Mexico Turnpike 
Conference” proposes a road that would 
lead south from Cincinnati to Birming- 
ham, thence to New Orleans and Miami. 
Since there is only so much money avail- 
able, it is unlikely that the states con- 
cerned could afford two routes. 

It behooves ‘the General Assembly to 
set the wheels in motion to build a super- 
highway through Georgia and to give 
the state authorities power to negotiate 
about details with other states. Unless 
tolls are authorized, Georgia obviously 
could not build such a road for many years 
to come. That would be too late.

Bernards have served as a symbol of 
steadfastness and courage.

Bernard of Menthon rescued a snow- 
bound traveler in the mountains of what 
now is the Swiss-Italian frontier, a hospice 
has been there to give aid and comfort to 
the distressed. The dogs have been es-

River of Palms 
Begins To Develop 


It didn’t take thé white man long to find the 
Chattahoochee. But he hasri’t done very much 


with it since. 


Six years after Columbus made his first landfall on this side - 


.. of the world, Amerigo Vespucci discovered the river's mouth and he 
named the stream the River of Palms. 


The Spaniards did some 


colonizing up the valley, and it came within the French sphere of 


influence too. 


As the English moved west from the coast, the 


powers of Europe came into conflict at the river and the valley be- 


came a sort of § land. 


the English col 


it as ‘“‘clean and lucid—good for 
commerce.”’ 

Cotton muddied it up, but soil 
conservation and reforestation are 
restoring its lucidity. The stream 
was a great commercial artery 
for a brief period too, but steam- 
boating on the Chattahoochee has 
been dead for 75 years. Like the 
river’s lucidity, commerce is re- 
turning. Completion of the Jim 
Woodruff and Buford dams will be 
the first great steps toward devel- 
oping its full potential. 

Buford is a multi-purpose dam. 
Power, recreation and flood con- 
trol are among its features. Purely 
as a sideline, but from the view- 
point of Atlanta an extremely im- 
portant one, is the steadying ef- 
fect the dam will have on the 
metropolitan area’s water supply. 

The waterworks of the city of 
Atlanta, Cobb and DeKalb coun- 
ties all drink from the same river, 
a factor that could cause trouble 
if things are left entirely up to na- 
ture. But when Buford Dam is fin- 
ished, the flow will be regulated 
and there will be plenty for every- 
body -now in the section, plus 
enough for maybe another 1,300,- 
000 people. 

Atlanta uses 60,000,000 gallons of

water a day. By 1965, Paul Weir, 
superintendent of the city water- 
works, estimates that consumption 
may be up to 80,000,000 gallons. All 
this must come from the Chatta- 
hoochee unless the Atlanta area, 
like New York and Los Angeles, 
wants to reach into other water- 
sheds at the cost of much money 
and litigation. 

According to‘“Mr. Weir there is 
ae water in the river to supply 

a metropolitan population of 2,000,- 
000. The average daily flow at the 
intake plant at Bolton is 500,000,000 
gallons and only a small fraction 
of this is used. 

This figure however is an aver~ 
age. The Chattahoochee’s flow usu- 
ally is at its lowest during the late 
summer when a combination of 
heat and drought runs the city’s 
water consumption up and up and 
up. 

When Buford Dam is completed 
it will store 304,670,000,000 (the 
figure is billions not millions) of 
gallons of water. It’s for flood con- 


trol, hydro-electric power and rec- 


reation. It also can be drunk, used 
by industry, and will float boats 


and barges. 


From Apalachicola to Gaines 
ville, via Columbus, West Point 
and Atlanta, the old River of 
Palms, clean, lucid and good for 
commerce, finally is coming into 
its own.

Boosts Democrats 


WASHINGTON—Is the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration committing political suicide? Judging by 
the doleful comments made by Republican mem- 
bers of Congress of both wings of the party, the ieCarthe Riser 
hower-Dulles feud is about the most serious cleavage that has 
happened since the Republican Party split of 1910 which caused the 
loss of the presidential election of 1912 to the Democrats. 


When anything so important as 
a fight inside the Republican 
Party is about to be precipitated, 
it would seem that the matter 
would be of such importance as 
to command consideration by the 
President along with members of 
his cabinet. Nobody in the cabi- 
net was consulted before the 
statement was issued by Mr. 
Dulles, who was anxious to please 
the British by showing that the 
administration was not as criti- 
cal of the British trade with the 
Communists during the Korean 
war as is Senator McCarthy. 

The issue which Senator Mc- 
Carthy has made is sc clear-cut 
that it is incredible that some- 
one in the administration should 
not have been able to advise the 
President and Secretary Dulles 
how to write a statement differ- 
ent from the one they put out 
which virtually apologized for the 
failure of the Allies to honor 
their ‘commitments when /they 
sent strategic materials to Soviet 
Russia’ while American boys 
were dying in Korea. 

On that issue alone, no admin- 
istration can win if it persists 
in making a stand in defense of 
Allied policy. 

With a majority of only one 
the Senate why should a 
ican president, it is asked, an- 


tagonize any minority in his 
party? The Truman-Stevenson 
press in Washington has been 
needling Mr. Eisenhower to split 
his party an the McCarthy issue. 
The President presumably be 
lieves the problem involves on 
his part merely a like or dislike 
for one senator. 


What has happened is that the 
President has gained the ap- 
plause of Stevenson-Truman Dem- 
ocrats throughout the country 
who wouldn’t vote Republican 
anyhow next time and he has 
lost enough of the Republican 
vote to assure a De:nocratic vic- 
tory in both 1954 and 1956 unless 
he can learn the fundamentals 
of party leadership between now 
and the next elections. 

The late William Howard Taft 
made a blunder on the tariff in 
midterm that cost his party both’ 
houses of Congress in 1910 and 
it begins to look as if history is 
repeating itself on an issue of 
even graver importance—Amer- 
i¢an indifference to trade be- 
tween the Aliey and the Commu- 
nists at.a time when 140,000 
American casualties were being 
incurred in Korea. Truman per 
mitted it, but Eisenhower is apol- 
ogizing for and defending the 
policy.

Untruthful Movies 
Wrong for People 


By THE REV. ROBERT B. GIFFEN ,. 
DEAR MR. GIFFEN: My friends tell me, 
some of them, that it is wrong to ga to the 
movies or even to look at them. Is this true? 

— F. (13 years old). — | 
DEAR MISS F.: The movies are like any other part of your 
life; if they lie, they are bad; if they tell the truth, you can 


make use of them. 


There are’ some motion pictures which are untruthful. If you 
were to see Ava Gardner in The Hucksters, you might believe 
the only way a girl could be glamorous in the eyes of a man she 
cares about would be by filling him up with brandy in her apart- 
ment. This is not true, no matter what social group you live in. 

On the other hand, a motion picture like the Easter film, 
The King of Kings, The Robe, or Martin Luther tells the truth in 
spiritual terms. It is clear, I believe, that you cannot lump all 


motion pictures together. 


There are, however, other considerations. Some denomina- 
tions forbid attendance at commercial motion pictures. If you 
belong to such a church, or if your family holds such a belief— 
for you to attend a commercial movie would involve disloyalty to 
your church, or to your family. You must decide.

Atlanta’s Zoo 

In March, 1889, a small circus, unable to meet its financial 
obligations, was declared bankrupt while showing in Atlanta. 
Placed upon the auction block, its assets were bought by 
G. V. Gress, a local merchant. Gress primarily was interested 
in securing the heavy horse-drawn wagons for use in his lum- 
_¢ber business, but had to bid in the entire circus ‘including its 
wild animals in order to get the wagons. Although there were 
no white elephants in the circus, Gress found himself with just 
about the biggest ‘‘white elephant’’ anyone ever had. He solved 
the problem by presenting the menagerie to the City of At- 
lahta. The city couldn’t afford to build a zoo at that time so 
Gress erected shelters for the animals and their keeper. 
Named the Gress Zoo, its acceptance by the public was im- 
mediate. From that humble beginning, the municipal zoo in 
Grant Park has expanded until today it displays about 350 
specimens of wild life. Plans now are under way to move the 
adjacent swimming pool and expand the zoological gardens 
over that area. In the near future Atlanta probably will boast 


one of the finest animal and bird collections in 


America.

Typhoid Carriers 
Are Still Around 


There are thousands of typhoid 
carriers in the United States and 
each one is a potential source 
for a widespread epidemic. How 
troublesome they are depends 
upon their personal habits, where 
they live, and what they do. 

The carrier who handles food 
for public consumption is the 
greatest menace. The same ap- 
plies to dairy workers. Infected 
water and milk are the most 
common sources of widespread 
epidemics. ) 

Food is next but contamina- 
tion usually takes place when the 
dishes are washed with infected 
water or via the hands of the 
typhoid carrier. Flies also play 
a role. 

How does: an individual be- 
come a typhoid carrier? Many 
of them have had typhoid fever 
and continue to harbor the or- 
ganisms in the body. 

Under the usual circumstances, 


*50 per cent of all active victims 


continue to eliminate the germs 
in their urine and stool for three 
weeks after the onset of the dis- 
ease. 

At the end of 13 weeks the per- 
centage fails to 5 per cent and 
by the end of five months, 3 per 
cent carry the microorganisms. 

At this stage they are known 
as convalescent carriers and 
those who harbor the bacilli after 
12 months are chronic carriers. 

Nowadays these men and wom- 
en are known because every case 


_ 4s followed through until the phy- 


sician is sure that all the typhoid 


- germs within the body are dead. 
It is the healthy carrier who con- 


tinues to be a problem.
